tle estate, lie removed to Heilbrorn, where he

tated his soul. 
In process o f time, he co n ­ 
ceived a violent passion for a y oung woman, 
a resident of H eilb ro m ,o f considerable beauty, 
but with a character som ew hat deform ed.— 
Her reputation was by no m eans flattering. 
With this woman Sudor lived; w hether in 
matrimony or not, it was at the time unknow n. 
He had, how ever, a rival in the regards of his 
lenian; and on going home one day, he found 
her in the company of his hated opponent. H e 
was convulsed in a m om ent with ungoverna­ 
ble f ur y; and springing upon his enem y, lie
